Admissions Accidentally 
Accepts Black Feb 


On December 19th, 2018, Middlebury accepted 
297 students, both ‘Regs’ and ‘Febs,’ to the Class 
of 2023 and 2023.5. However, in a clerical mix- 
up that destroyed the college's long-standing 
tradition of blending their Feb class with the 
winter landscape, they did the unthinkable: they 
accidentally admitted a black Feb. 

Sources confirmed that despite the admissions 
pool being relatively typical—with a competitive 
mix of J.O.B.s invested in team sports, 
Midwesterners trying to seem like they're from 
California, and Californians who just learned the 
Midwest exists—the Emma Willard authorities 
failed to notice that one of the new Febs, Mark 
Evans ‘23.5, is actually black. 

When questioned about the incident, 
admissions officer Eliza Pettigo insisted that 
the admissions officers “must have clicked the 
wrong button” when it happened, and reiterated 
that the acceptance was the first such accident in 
the history of the Feb program.
